Karens at MerGcug—In a letter dated at 
Mergui in October last, Mr. Ingalls gives the 
following gratifying account of the condition 
and prospects of the station, as connected with 
gracious manifestations of ‘* God’s glorious 
presence.’’ 

‘‘The first indications of the divine presence 
were seen in the English congregation. “The 
canteen, where for years drunkenness and 
swearing had been the order of the day, the 
soldiers, with their officers (sergeants and cor- 
porals), meet for prayer and praise. Several 
are rejoicing in hope of the glory that will be 
revealed at the appearing of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

“My nights and days have been fully occupied 
in preaching to willing listeners. Just as I be-

Look at the condition of our sisters in hea- 
then countri@s. Slaves to the capricious will 
and brutal passions of their husbands—forced 
to burn upon the funeral pile—despised, degra- 
ded, trampled upon—their very names cast out 
4s evil—considered as peculiarly unholy and un- 
cean—taught to believe they have no souls, 
and brought to a level with the beasts that per- 
ish. And such were we but for the enlighten- 
ing and purifying influences of the Gospel. That 
alone has made us to differ. And is there a 
Christian female, so dead to the impulses of 
gratitude as to withhold her hand from this 
work? Has the Gospel, with all its ennobling 
influences been given to us—has it raised us 
from the depths of degradation and moral death, 
and shall we make no effort to extend the bless- 
ing to others? Gratitude to God, and a respect 
for our suffering sisters, forbid! The command 
given to the apostles, ‘* Ge teach all nations,”’ 
is binding alike upon them and us. And we are 
under obligations to do all that in us lies to 
cause the glad streams of salvation to flow to- 
ward those nations which have not yet received 
it. 

Perhaps some one may say, God has given all 
the good things by which we are surrounded to 
ts “richly to enjoy ;’? and we have a right to 
secure to ourselves first what will contribute to 
our comfort and happiness, and what remains 
we will give to others. Is this the spirit of the 
Bible? God required of Israel to give Him the 
first fruits of all their increase ; and shall we 
give Him only the refuse, the dregs of our prop- 
erty? How acceptable will such an offering be 
to a holy and beneficent God? Where should 
we have been, and what would have been our 
hopes for the future, had our great Benefactor 
and Father acted upon this Principle?) When 


gan to sink from the multitude of labors crowd- 
ing upon me, the Lord sent brethren Wade and 
Brayton, to assist in the glorious work. Br. 
Wade has preached every night, with few ex- 
ceptions, for some time past. All listen, and 
no one opposes. More than twenty have given 
in their names, not only as inquirers, but as de- 
termined to serve the Lord Jesus. These men 
are from every part of the province, and many 
of them chiefs of villages.”’ 





The new commissioner of the Tenasserim 
provinces, Major Broadfoot, had arrived at 
Mergui on the 2d of the month, and immediate- 
ly commenced a vigorous course of measures 
for the benefit of the Karens, many of whom 
flocked to the place from all parts of the prov- 
ince. Mr. Ingalls writes, Oct. 21,— 


‘Great changes have been taking place ; all 
the measures of the new commissioner are those 
of a Christian ruler. 1 could not have adopted 
plans, had the government been in my own 
hands, better calculated to advance ‘the inter- 
ests of the people, or of religion. The Karens 
feel that God has visited them, and seem to be 
turning in a mass to the living God. Native of- 
ficers, who have oppressed and opposed the ad- 
vance of the gospel, are now in disgrace, and 
come to us for help. 

‘A new impulse has been given to education 
among the Karens :—they are placed on a level 
with the Burmans, and are eligible for any of- 
fice now held by the latters; which was never 
the case before. I have given up some of my 
best men, or expect to do so, for head men, or 
officers at court. One Christian Karen has just 
been made the head or governor of all the Ka- 
rens to the north of Mergui, as far as Tavoy 
province, with a salary of twenty-five rupees 
| per mensem; a writer at fifteen rupees; and two 
| peons; wholly exempt from Burman influence. 
| 'The Karens will emerge from their darkness and 
| servitude, and turn in a body to Christ. They 











families to this province from Burmah, and of 
the prospect of their becoming located perma- 
nently, and dwelling in peace. But since that 
time they have seen mournful days. At Ongk- 
young they had erected a large and beautiful 
chapel; eighty dwelling-houses were also com- 
pleted; and the people were beginning to plough 
and sow their fields; when the cholera,—that 
dreadful scourge,—broke out in the midst of 
them, and raged and spread with a fearful ra- 
pidity. One hundred and thirteen persons died 
in a few days. Whole families were swept away 
—a panic seized the poor people, and parents 
caught up their little ones in their arms and fled 
to the jungles. Soine of them crossed the moun- 
tains, and reached their old homes in Burmah; 
others halted at other villages, where the chol- 
era had not yet appeared, and waited for the 
pestilence to pass away, but a great many of 
them died in the jungles. Within two months 
after I visited Ongkyoung, all was desolate,and 
their chapel had become a habitation of owls. 

*‘Another colony of forty families had settled 
at Magezzin. The cholera appeared there also. 
Fewer died, in proportion to the number of peo- 
ple, than at Ongkyoung ; but the village is en- 
tirely broken up. The small villages around 
Baumee chapel are dispersed, and that spot, 
rendered sacred by so many tokens of God’s 
presence, and by the recollection of so many 
hallowed seasons there enjoyed with the peo- 
ple of God, is deserted and silent. The pastor 
(Shway Bay) was the first victim of the pesti- 
lence,—an active, useful man,—young and of 
fair promise,—one of those who I had hoped 
would become pillars in the house of God now 
being built among his countrymen. I had hop- 
ed to see those Christian villages settled,—hav- 
ing schools, and chapels,and pastors,—enjoying 
the means of grace,and religious liberty, beyond 
the reach of the cruel arm of persecuting tyrants, 
I had hoped to witness a state of things indicat- 
ing permanency and perpetuity to the institutions 
of the gospel among that long oppressed people. 
* My thoughts are not as your thoughts,’ saith 
the Lord God Almighty; and though dark clouds 
may gather over the visions of the righteous,the 
bow of promise appears, and the soul takes fast 
hold on the ‘ true sayings of God.’ We still 
labor in hope. He who cometh,will come, and 
his kingdom will triumph.”? - 

Distressing Mortality among the Karens in 
Burmah.—In Barmah the cholera prevailed for 
a year, and was particularly fatal among the 
villages in the jungle. More than five hundred 
Karen Christians were swept off with that dis- 
ease during the last year!

Letters from Hongkong are to the 23d of Oc- 
tober. Dr. Macgowan had left for Chusan a 
month previous, in the ‘‘Valparaiso,’’ and arri- 
ved Oct. 11. Mr. Roberts, who lad also taken 
a voyage to the north on account of ill health, 
returned about the middle of October, with his 
health partially restored. 

Sickness at Hongkong.—Considerable sick- 
ness had prevailed at Hongkong in July and 
AUP UStyemd sh —antality badd haan g---+ rvs 
the military and the other residents. It was 
called the Hongkong fever. Dr. Macgowan 
says of it, ‘* The brain is the first to suffer, and 
autopsies, if made, would, no doubt, show that 
in these cases.it is from first to last the sole seat 
of the disease. The most powerful remedies 
fail in producing any effect on the patient; he 
is hurried away in a very short time.’’ Dr. 
Macgowan ascribes the sickness to imprudence. 
Every case that had come to his knowledge 
**was occasioned by exposure to the sun, or un- 
due exertion of body or mind. The topography 
of the island precludes the idea of its being in- 
salubrious. There is no pabulum (nutriment) 
for the supposed malaria.”’

THE CORRESPONDENTS OF A RELIGIOUS 
NEWSPAPER. 


Few editors can sustain single-handed a 
religious newspaper ; therefore the necessity 
of active and well informed correspondents, 
from the various professions of reputable 
life. This will give the spice of variety. 
They should pay attention both to the otk 
rography and matter of their communica- 
tions ; for rest assured the compositor will 
‘ follow capy if it goes out of the window.’ 
They should write mo further than they 
know, and that expressed in language easy 
to be understood. Let them be satisfied 
that they have. something worth saying, 
avoiding high sounding words, that they 
may express their thoughts in plain, sober 
English. Always give to your communica- 
tion an appropriate caption. All should 
be submitted to the editor without restric- 
tion, his better judgment receiving or re- 
fusing them a place in his columns. And 
if refused try again, for the correspondent 
gets his pay in the composing.

PAPER. 


A paper cannot thrive without prompt 
paying subscribers. And as the printer 
and editor must promptly issue their sheet 
to the day, whether full or hungry, be sure 
always to pay in advance, and let it not, be 
understood that you owe the printer. It is 
much easier to pay in advance than to pay 
a debt that has been accumulating for 
years. You will read with more enjoyment, 
and far better improvement, when honestly 
you can say, my paper is paid for. The 
printer’s dues are honest ones, and for 
which he has worked hard. Cheer up then 
the publishers of this paper by subscribing 
and paying for it. 

CONCLUSION.

Intellectual Demands of the Pulpit. 


One great hindrance of the gospel is, 
the unwillingness on the part of those who 
hear it, to submit to the intellectual labor 
it requires. ‘True, the chief obstacle lies 
in the heart, but the head is not altogether 
blameless. The preaching with which we 
are blessed in this country, is generally of 
a character that makes some demands upon 
the intellect of the hearer. ‘Fo follow the 
progress of a well-composed discourse, to 
appreciate the pertinency or beauty of an 
illustration, or to pursue a process of close 
logical reasoning, is a work which requires 
some effort of thought. Truth does not 
usually float on the surface; and that 
preacher poorly discharges the functions of 
his office, whose ministrations never take 
an aspect, or sustain a character that makes 
draughts upon his audience. The great 
truths which he must discuss, explain and 
enforce, are not of such light and trivial

If the soil the 
preacher cultivates is so ‘ stony’ as not to 
yield to his preparatory labors, how can the 
seed cast upon it bring forth any other 
fruit than that which, because it hath no 
root, withers away? A temporary interest 
may be called forth by a solemn warning, 
or a pathetic entreaty; but no impression 
can be permanent if sufficient attention be 
not paid to understand the doctrines and 
principles from which the appeal is drawn. 
Feelings which have no more substantial 
basis than the fervor or eloquence of the 
preacher, are but little to be trusted, and 
will poorly endure the ordeal that shall 
burn the wood, hay and stubble. Without 
a degree of attention which will often cost 
an effort, it is not to be expected much 
profit will be derived from the ministrations 
of the pulpit, however profound, eloquent 
or popular.—N. .Y. Evan.

National Intelligencer closes an article upen 
the subject of Texas, by citing from a meseage 
sent to the Legislature of South Carolina in 
December, 1836, by Mr. Senator McDoffie, then 
Governor of that State, a passage strongly op- 
posing a project of admitting Texas to theUnion. 
It denies that there is any ground for sympa- 
thising with the Texans in their resistance to 
Mexico, and maintains that though they might 
once have been American citizens, they had for- 
feited their claims to our Protection by their 
voluntary expatriation, and 80 made themselves 
citizens of Mexico that they Were subject to her 
aws,and we could not enterfere in their behalf. 
It urges, therefore, ghat Congress conld ‘enter- 
tain no proposition for annexation’ until the 
war with Mexico be decided, with much elo- 
quence and cogency. 


Tue Nort spears ITs Burnens.—The 

Albany Argus, April 13, says the Northern 
States pay a surplus of $685,235 beyond 
the expenses of their mails, while the Southern 
States show a deficiency of $656,076. In North 
Carolina, the deficiency is $103,943, and in 
Alabama, 128,079. The whole Western free 
States, new as they are, with a population of 
more than three millions, fall short only $100- 
000 of paying for their pust office privilege. 
_ ‘Southern Statesmen justly complain of the 
injustice of taxing one portion of the Union for 
the benefit of another, through the alleged 
agency of a tariff of protection. Cannot the 
same principle be most admirably applied to 
the working of our present post office system?’ 
If the Northern mails could have all their re- 
Cceipts and the franking privilege abolished, we 
could support the two cents postage in a 
twelvemonth.— Chronicle.

He has 
left a wife, and fifteen children, fifty-nine grandchildren, 
and twenty-two great-grandchildren, to mourn his loss 
but we trust their loss is his eternal gain, for he died 
jn peace. Blessed are the dead that die in the Lord.
